' Two clippings on related subjects 
catch my-eye as I look over’my notes 
to begin-the composition of this col- 
umu—one captioned “Health .In the 
Tropics” and the other “Buenos Aires 
Clean." They are related, indeed, for 
‘cleanliness and health go together as 
certainly as do cleanliness and godli- 
ness. Y 
The reference to health in the tropics 
is made in the course of Dr. W. 
&vans' daily talk on "Your Health" in 
à series of syndicated articles that run. 
in many daily papers. South Florida 
is not in the tropics—it is semi-tropical 
or sub-tropical, but its close proximity 
to the tropics gives us interest in the 
tropical regions. Dr. Evans writes: 
"In 1924 the United Fruit Company 
held a conference to consider problems 
of health in the tropics., Dr. George 
Vincent, president of the Rockefeller 
foundation, in opening- the conference, 
said farseeing men’ are looking to the 
tropics for the next century's bread. He 
said Malthus was a great scientist and į 
he was essentially right in both his 
philosophy. and his mathematical. cal- 
culations, But the development of 
America temporarily set aside thej 
workings of his law. But the Malthus- 
can law is again closing in on mankind. 
His hope of escaping its clutches lies 
in the tropics. If the problems of 
health in that district can be solved 
mai will have food enough for the 
next hundred years and we can con- 
tinue poking fun at Malthus 
The Malthusean theory- is) "deep 
stuff" but it is worth pondering over. 
Ad-writers and lecturers on real estate 
can get some good dope ont of it. 

The clipping that relates to Buenos 
Aires, capital of Argentine, says: 

“The city, fathers of Buenos Aires, 
who take pridé in the reputation of 
their city as-one of the cleanest in. the 
world, have decided to spend 2,000,000 
pesos to have the daily cleaning job 
done both quicker and better. They 
have closed a contract with an Amer- 
ican concern for.80 big automobile gar- 
bage trucks, with a big German com- 
pany for 100 automobile street sweep- 
ers and with a French company for 40 
automobile sprinklers, ‘which will re- 
place the horse drawn vehicles now in 
use.” . 

Havana; Vera Cruz and other sea- 
port cities in countries south of the 
United States are cleaner than Tampa 
or JgcksonWille—or they were when 
saw them, let any Tampa or Jacksón- 
ville booster say what he will. And 
however Mexico. may be now, its small 
towns were cleaner, under the Diaz ad- 
ministration, than most towns of sim- 
ilar population in Florida; the towns 
of Old Mexico were cleaner than the 
towns in New Mexico. There were 
the same sort of people in the Mexican 
towns and the New-Méxicàn towns; 
the difference was that Diaz' soldiers 
made the Mexicans, keep the towns 
clean while the state officials and town 
officials of New Mexico did not én- 
force the sanitary regulations. 
Galveston, Texas, the city in which 
the commission: form of government 
originated, was responsible for sanita- 
tion in Mexico. ` Galveston had been 
scouraged by yellow fever that came in 
from Central American ports and Gal- 
veston resolved to prevent another out- 
break.” Agents of tfe Texas State 
Board of Health were stationed at 
Vera: Cruz and other ports and if the 
Central American cities were not kept 
to a standard-of sanitation set by the 
Texas board, then the Texas ports were 
closed to all vessels from infected ports. 
When I visited Frontera, in the 
of Tobasco, Mexico, tbe Texas State 
Board of Health officer was the most 
important man in the town, and that, I 
was told, was the case in other Mex» 
ican cities. 

While compulsion of one kind or an- 
other was being used in Cuba, Mexico 
and South America, lack of "tompul- 
sion in the United' States has permit- 
[ted too.many American towns to, lag in| 
matter’ of cleanliness and *beauty. The 
Eatin love of music and beauty might 
well be cultivated in Florida.

T. HUNTER WRITES 
OF ROAD ROUTE 


Reports Argument He 
Made to the County 
Engineer 


By Thomas Hunter, of Pahokee - 

WEST PALM BEACH, June 5.— 
“We want a hard-surfice road from 
Canal Point to Bacom Point! right 
This is the call which rever- 
berates all along the southeast coast of 
Lake Okeechobee between Canal Point 
and Bacom Point. 

So, on a trip to Fort Lauderdale, I 
have, stopped off at West Palm Beach 
inorder that I may sce Mr. George Q.

I soon discovered that I could get 
little to encourage the hope which had 
revived in me as I had viewed that re- 
maining portion of the seawall near 
Bacom Point.

discouraged him in regard to lake 
shore roads, or even in regard to any 
road near there on the muck unless it 
be built well up oh the shoulder of the 


The highest parts of 
the ridge reach a 24-foot and a 25-foot 
lake level. He prefers that the own- 
ers of ridge property should accept the 
cutting up and curtailment of their land 
by a road back of the gidge as an in-

All Jand in the Glades which has 
"been únder: cultivation several years 
will grow satisfactory crops of soy- 
Beans, says W. E. Stokes, grass and 


. forage: crops specialist of the Florida 


Agricultural Experiment (Station. If 
you are in need of forage, either hay, 
grazing or silage, ‘soybeans planted in 
June should meet the need, 

It is also possible to make a good 
seed crop if suitable weather prevails 
for harvesting. Soybean seed are al- 
ways in demand. 

Soybeans will also provide a good 
growth to turn under to keep the land 
in condition. 

Planting the seed three to four inches 
if the drill, with rows two to three 
feet apart, is satisfactory. This will 
require 30 to 40 pounds of secd per 
acre. 

Varieties recommended by Mr, 
Stokes are Mammoth Yellow, Biloxi, 
Otootan, and Laredof ^ The'last two 
are primarily hay beans, the seed. be- 
ing small and the plants not as coarse 
nor as erect growihgas the first two.

Equipment and ditches ofa combina- 
tion drainage and irrigation gpstem 
large enough. to serve 16 uctes of “land 
can be put in at a cost of Jes 
$1,000, according to figures of costs of 
an installation made by Stephen Solick 
on his farm in Section 27, a mite north 
of Canal Point bridge and half a mile 
east of Knight’s store. A^ ^10-horse- 
power engine cost $475 delivered (cash 
price) and a pump cost $191 f+o. b. 
New Orleans. To this is to be added 
the cost of about 8000 feet of ditches. 
Given an outlet for surplus water and 
a source of supply for irrigation, the 
water level can be controlled to a 
nicety, Mr. Solick believes, and with 
water controlled, use can be made of 
the land every month in the year, with 
hardly any limit to the range and 
quantity of fruit and vegetable pro- 
duction. 

Persons on East Beach who want in- 
formation about pumping plants and 
water control should visit Mr. Solick's 
place, If their experience is like that 
of a reporter for The Everglades News 
the first of the week they will have to 
fuse rubber boots and wade for nezrly 
a mile through undrained land to get 
to his drained tract. There was a 
demonstration of the’ value of farm, 
ditches and pumps, for in adjacent 
fields were peppers of a quantity that 
would equal hundreds of crates but 
which bad been made valueless by 
water that stood too close to the plang) 
roots. 

The cast line of Mr. Solick's tract is 
the “Buckeye ditch" that ha$ an outlet 
to West Palm Beach canal. The ditch 
is so called because it was made with 
a Buckeye ditching machine. He has 
put his Mchges pump on the bank of 
the ditch. The pump is rated to raise 
70,000 gallons of water an hour. This 
is figufed\by T. G. Thorgeson, a civil 
engineer of West Palm Beach, as be- 
ing pr. capacity for that area of 
land. The 10-hrosepower 'Fairbanks 
& Morse EZ model engine may have 
more power than is needed . but Mr. 
Solick thinks it wise to: have a surplus 
of power instead of chancing -to not 
have enough in an emergency. The 
engine can run on kerosene or distil- 
late but he uses gasoline in the beliet 
that gasoline is cheaper in the long 
run and for the same reason that it is 
better not to take chances in a time of 
great need for haste and regular power

nected with the inner ditch at the cor- 
mer where the pump is located, so he 
can pump the seepage water, but later 
he will dam the opening and. pump only 
from the farm ditches. The ditch out- 
side the dike is 4 feet wide at thè bet- 
tom; 4/4 feet at the top and 3 feet 
deep. The ditch inside the dike is 24% 
feet wide at the bottom, 3 feet at the 
top and 3% feet deep. The other 
ditches ‘inside the dike.will be the same 
size, Three ditches are to run the 
length of the farm jnside the dike, 
connected with a ditch across one, end 
leading to the pump but not connected 
with the ditch at the other .end. The 
ditches are left unconnected at one 
end so tractors and other machinery 
can be moved there, with no ditches to 
cross. 

Mr. Solick has planted some bananas 
on the dike and he explained that the 
presence of the ditches and dike would 
not cause him to lose the use of the 
ground they take because the leaves of 
the -banana plants have to have space 
anyhow and will hang over the ditches, 
He set. Ladyfinger: bahana plants from 
his own farm but is in the market for 
Cavendish plants.
